IN’ LORRY. 


CHARGE PROVED AGAINST 
TWO COOLIES 


At the close of the Crown case 
against three lorry coolics on 
whore vehicle some 1,400 Ibs of 
dutiable Chinese tobacco was sciz- 
ed on a recent morning at Shauki- 
wan, Mr. Leo D’Almada, Jnr. ad- 
dreasing Mr. Schofleld at the Cen- 
tral Magisracy yesterday after- 
noon, submitted that a prima facie 
case had not been made out against 
his clients. . 

“YT submit,” said Mr. D’Almada, 
“that the Crown has not made out 
any case to show that the prisoners 
had knowledge that it was tobacco 
they were carrying or else that the 
tobacco was dutiable, and that 
duty had not been paidon it. The 


only ovidence of any consideration |” 


at all of course is that of the Indian 
Sergeant. I submit, your Wor- 
ship, that that evidence is not of a 
wholly reliable nature, and where 
it is to be relied upon, it is largely 
in favour of the defendants.”

We be- 
came confirmed pessimists, and 
the ones responsible for that state 
of mind are thos¢ politicians and 
those speculators aho built up 
that falsa idea of economic 
security. \ 


But common sense will extricate 
us. Common sense will give us 
that strength that: is so “much 
needed now. “This depression had 
n cause and it has a purpose. 
What that purpose is, I don’t 
know. But my faith in this’ world 
and jin that Power that overns ‘it 
is such that I cannot doubt. :

They then 
went to the King’s Dispensary 
and, under the pretext of wanting 
potassium cyanide for - photo- 
xrapie work, purchased an ounce 
of the poison, 


Later, witness went to the 
Pharmacy and thore bought a two 
c.c. hypodermic syringe for four 
dollara, money for which had been 
given to him by the accused. The 
syringe was handed to the accused 
who had driven the car to Stantey 
Street.

Germany and Nudism. 


{To tho Editor, Hongkong 
Telegraph.) . 


Sir,—As a regular reader of 
your esteemed journal, and ‘as ‘a 
German who has spent about 26 
years in various countries of the 
world, I should like to refer to an 
article in your issue of Saturday 
headed “Germany Turns _ to 
Prudery: War Against. the Cult 
of the Nude.” “I am afraid that 
the headlines and the article show 
that the writer has no true under- 
standing of the movement ‘itself 
or. of the reasons why certain 
deerees have been promulgated. 

Before the war, Germany had 
no “nude cult” (if we except art), 
but on reading your article one 
gets the impression that half of 
Germany went about with only 
neck-ties as clothing. The cult 
was ‘imported into the country: 
utter thé war and was followed in 
certain very exclusive circles, 
formed by old and young de- 
generates with money, film girls 
and demimonde. They could 
better be described as “Exhibl- 
fionist Clubs." At the bathing 
places, ‘there never was any 
question. of the nudist cult. In 
addition, there were some very 
amall socicties composed of 
serious-minded people who re- 
garded the matter from the stand- 
point of hyyiene, but never in- 
dulged in publicity. : 

At the same time came the 
importation of the nude revues, 
which were nothing else but a 
market of human flesh, based on 
speculation on the lower instincts. 
It ‘can be sald that three-quarters 
of the population detested them; 
they were far trom being either 
natural or artistic. Hand in hand 
with these went the expositions 
of art, and three-quarters of the 
art objects in sculpture 
and painting were representations 
of dirty dreams of degenerates. 

All these things were concen- 
trated mostly in Berlin) (and to 
the foreigner Berlin is Germany), 
being mostly inaugurated to at- 
tract foreigners on their “uro- 
pean spree “tours.” Since the 
war, Germany has suffered under a 
propaganda of immorality, dirty 
art and vice of all sorts, this being 
conducted quite openly to poison 
and cause the degeneration of its 
youth of both sexes. This was well 
known, but nothing could be done 
becuuse the ministers pf the In- 
fected resorts were connected with 
the lenders of this propaganda: or 
were dependents of their political 
parties. 

Every law-abiding citizen with 
healthy feelings and true morality 
will felicitate the Government on, 
taking the step it has. ‘The new 
decrees will smash immorality.

PARDON 


ZIMMERN CASE 
SURPRISE ° 


Onc of the most unusual features 
of n case which has contained daily 
sensational features was the refusal 
of the ‘Chief Justice to sign a 
pardon for Zimmern after he had 
wiven hig evidence at the Criminal 
Sessions yesterday. 

Immediately Zimmern had step 
ped down from the box, Mr. Sheldon 
made the application for 2 pardon 
for him under Section 104 of the 
Criminal Procdédure Ordinance, 
The section, he snid, faid cown that 
a pardon, consent to which had been 
the Attorney General, 
could be granted by a Court for any 
indictable offence. The pardon 
might be withdrawn at any time 
on proof being given that such 
person had with-held evidence or 
given fnlse evidence. 

“T hnve the consent here signed 
by the Attorney General” said Mr. 
Sheldon. . 

The Chief Justice sald the word- 
ing of the section was ambiguous.’ 
He was Inclined to think that par- 
don should be given before the evi- 
dence was taken. 

Mr. Sheldon: The Attorney 
General's’ view is that ‘it should be 
given afterwards. 

The Chief Justice: It seema to 
me that the pardon should be given 
before, not subsequently. 

Conditional Pardon for Christie. 

When the name of Sidney Cecil 
Christie was called, Mr. Lindselt 
rose and remarked, “Then this 
seems to be the proper moment to 
ask for a ‘don for Christie.”

Outlining the case, Mr. 
said at 8 pam. on August 3, Inspee- 
tor Elston Icd a party of Police in 
plain clothes to Murray Pier near 
where they found two launches, the 
Tai Koy Law and the Hongkong 
Hotel, lying side by side. When the 
Police, who were acting on informa- 
tion, approached the launches, three 
men were seen to jump off the Tal 
into the water. These 
three. were later found to. be the 
third, fourth and fifth defendants. 
Otherwise the deck of the Tai Koo 
Imw was deserted. The starboard 
bunker ‘was open, and a large piece 
of canvas sprend ott on deck wus 
covered with coal. * 

The Hongkong Hotel -was_ lying 
alongside the Tai Koo Law and the 
Police found between these two 
launches a trail of conl. ' 

A senrch of the Tai Koo Law was 
made by - detectives but nobody was 
found.

SEIZURE OF TOBACCO 
IN LORRY. 


CHARGE PROVED AGAINST 
7 TWO COOLIES 


! 

‘At the close of the Crown case 

ngalnst three lorry  coolics on 
whose vehicle some 1,400 Ibs of 
dutinble Chinese tobacco was Belz- 
ed ona recent morning at Shauki- 
wan, Mr. Leo D’Almada, Jnr. ad- 
dressing Mr. Schofield at ‘the Cen- 
tral Magisracy yesterday after- 
noon, submitted that a prima facto 
case had-not been made out against 
his clients. : 
. “I submit,” said Mr. Dp’ Almada, 
“nat the Crown hag not made out 
any cnse to show that the prisoners 
had knowledge that it was tobacco 
they were enrrying or ¢clso that the 
tobuceo was dutiable, and that 
duty had not been paid on it. The 
only evidence of any consideration 
at all of course is that of the Indian 
Sergeant. 1 submit, your Wor- 
ship, that that evidence is not ofa 
wholly reliable nature, and where 
it is to be relied upon, it is largely 
in favour of the defendants.” 

Referring to evidence given by 
two witnesses, both of whom were 
previously similarly charged with 
possession and were acquitted, Mr. 
D’Almada resumed: “The evidence 
of the other two witnesses for the 
Crown cannot be taken into con- 
sideration for this reason: They 
were, strictly speuking, accom- 
plices, and the rule with regard to 
the evidence of accomplices is only 
{oo well Known. There must be 
independent corroboration of some 
sort before the evidence of accom- 
plices can be of value at all.” 


Evidence of Accomplices. 


Quoting legal authorities on the 
subject of evidence of accomplices, 
he said he was quite aware that in 
this particular case, the fear of 
punishment no, longer existed’ in 
the minds of the two witnesses 
afler their recent acquittal, but 
they certainly gave evidence on 
their own behalf at the previoua 
hearing,, and that evidence was in 
many respects contradictory to the 
evidende they now gave in the pre- 
sent ease as witnesses for the 
Crown, For that reason, Mr. 
D'Almada aryued, they could not 
be believed at all. 

Counsel proceeded to deal with 
such parts in the evidence which 
appeared to him to contradict the 
previous statements, and dealing 
with the evidence of the Sergeant, 
he said that the set “of circums- 
tances offercd in the case were 
consistent, more with innocence 
than with guilt. . 

The fact that the coolles made 
no attempt to esenpe, bul remained 
for some ten minutes awaiting the 
pleasure of the Sergeant while he 
rummaged about with the bales 
of tobueco, showed, , in. Mr. 
D’Almada’s view that they had no 
guilty knowledge. : 

His Worship, after hearing the 
stutements of the defendants, 
found there was sufficient evidence 


‘showing. guilty knowledge in the 


case of two of the defendants. Ho 
fined each of them $1,700 or eight 
months’ hard labour in default. 

The third defendant was dis- 
charged with a caution.

Sir,—As (a: regular render of 
your esteomed journal, and as o 
German who his spent about 25 
years in various countrica of the 
world, I should like to refer to an 
article in your issue of Saturday 
headed “Germany ‘Turns — to 
Prudery: War Against the Cult 
of the Nude.” 1-am afraid that 
the headlines andthe article show 
that the writer has no true under- 
standing of the movement itself 
or of the rceusons why certain 
decrees have been promulguted, 

Before the war, Germany had 
no “nude cult” (if we except art), 
but on reading your article one 
gels the impression that. half of 
Germany went avout with only 
neck-ties ag clothing. The cult 
was imported into the country 
Nicer tue war and was followed in 
certain very exclusive circles, 
formed by old and young de- 
yenerates with money, film girls 
and demimonde. ‘I'hey could 
better be described as “Exhibl- 
tionist Clubs.” At the bathing 
places, there never was any 
yuvsuion of the nudist cult. In 
addition, there were some_ vcry 
small societies composed of 
serious-minded people who re- 
garded the matter from the stan 
point of hygiene, but never in- 
dulged in publicity. 

At the same timc came the 
importation of the nude revues, 
wnich were nothing clse but a 
merket of human flesh, based on 
speculation on the lower instincts. 
it can be said that three-quarters 
of the population detested them; 
they were far from being either 
natural or artistic. Hand in hand 
with these went the expositions 
of art, and three-quarters of the 
art objects in sculpture 
and painting were representations 
of dirty dreams of degenerates, 

All these things were concen- 
trated mostly in Berlin (and to 
the foreigner Berlin is Germany), 
being mostly inaugurated to at- 
tract foreigners on their “Euro- 
spree tours." Since the 
war, Germany has suffered under a 
propaganda of immorality, dirty 
art and vice of all sorts, this being 
cunuucted quite openly to poison 
and cause the degeneration of its 
youth of both sexes. This was well 
known, but nothing could be done 
because the ministers of the In- 
fected resorts were connected with 
the leaders of this propaganda or 
were dependents of their political 
parties. : 

Every law-abiding citizen with 
healthy feelings and true morality 
will felicitate the Government on 
taking the step it has. The new 
decrees will smash immorality. 

I am far from being a prude, 
but I prefer to see well-built young 
ladies or men in decent bathing 
suits, although I have been accus- 
tomed from my youth to’ the small 
triangular hip-cloth for swimming 
and had to diminish my funds to 
buy a suit for Repulse Bay. What 
would the writer of the article say 
if he saw my wife and I there 
bathing in full nudism (we are 
both normally-built people) and 
went in the same costume to the 
Hotel lounge? [I think they would 
repulse us from Repulse Bay; don’t 
you? ,

obscenities. And what of these 
nude revues? They are nothing 
else but sexual nudity, stressed by 


fragmentary clothes, speculating on |- 


lower instincts, with an immoral 
intention and effect especially on 
youth. Real nudity and real art 
are never immoral for,the normal 
man or woman. But in the restau- 
rants bathing suits are out of 
place, and the decrees of the Ger- 
man Government are not prudery, 
but have Jong since been neces- 
Bary. : 

My fountain pen is not yet 
empty, so I take the opportunity 
to direct your attention to the 
dressing question in this Colony. 
I have always remembered British 
people as over-strict and over- 
severe on this question, and be- 
fore the war for anyone to x0 ton 
concert in everyday . clothing 
would have been a sacrilege. 
Yet 1 have observed that of the 
yenticmen who attend the 
symphonic concerts at the Penin- 
suln Hotel not five per cent. take 
the trouble to come in smoking 
jackets, while most of the lIadics 
are more or less (less officially) in 
evening dress..

An- 
other polnt to bo stressed is that

and progressively decrease. 

At the moment, of course, Hong- 
kong has no direet interest in these 
developments, but it is a certainty 
that in course of time this Colony 
will be. brought within the cirele. 
The proposed extension of the ser- 
vice ‘to India suggests one route by 
which we might become linked up, 
possibly vin Malaya. But, quite 
apart from the particular route, 
used, Hongkong must eventually 
come into the Empire system. The 
Hongkong Telephone Company in- 
timated some eighteen months age 
that negotiations were in hand as 
n result of which it was hoped that 
subscribers in the Colony might 
in the near future put through calls 
to subscribers in London, with 
subsequent extension to embrace all 
the important cities of the world.

Monkeying With the Herring 

It was doubtless well-intentioned 
determination to do his bit toward 
balancing the British budget that 
recenlly prompted a Folkestone 
customs officer to class monkeys as 
bipeds liable to duty.

Merely Borrowed. 

Continuing, Mr. Evans said that 
when charged the crew of the Hong- 
kong Hotel said, and in this they 
were supported by the crew of the 
Tai Koo Law, they had borrowed 
some coal from the Inatter. launch 
when the last ‘typhoon signal was 
up, and when the Police found them, 
they were returning the coal. He 
would try to disprove that. 

He would say that the Tai Koo 
Law and the Hongkong Hotel were 
run-on entirely different systems. 
The coxawnin of the Hongkong Hotel 
wns given a certain amount of money 
every month and he was to see to 
the con) consumed by the launch 
with this money. The Tai .Koo Law 
was not run this way. The coxswain, 
whenever he wanted conl, could ico 
to the godowns at North’ Point and 
get it. 

Asked by his Worship whether he 
could prove. the amount of conl 
transferred from the Tai Koo Law 
to the Hongkong Hotel, Mr, Evans 
replied in the: negative, He suid 
four baskets were definitely found 
on the Hongkong Hotel, but it was

KOWLOON HOSPITAL. 


THREE NEW BLOCKS TO BE 
, ERECTED - ‘i 


An additional extension is to be 
made to the Kowloon Hospital in 
the form of three blocks, follow: 
ing the original layout. These! 
new blocks will comprise.a ward 
block for 48 beds, an additional 
nurses quarters and a medical 
officer’s quarters, 

The new ward will be 216 feet 
in length and 4G fect wide. It will 
have a yerandsh on each side and 
consist of two floors with 24 beda 
each. It ‘will be provided’ with 
baths and toilets and everything 
necessary to-make it a self-con- 
tained hospital ward. 

The: nurses quarters will be 
erected for the accommodation of 
44 Chinese nurses with quarters 
for the European sister in charge. 
The nurses will be accommodated 
two in each room and will have a 
common dining and sitting room. 
The building will be two storeys in 
keeping with the other buildings 
of the ‘hospital layout.” It will be 
self-contained as to all necessary 
adjuncts. The building will be 
171 :Feet long and 64 wide, of brick 
with reinforced concrete floors and 
tile roof. : 

The additional quarters for a 
medical officer will be similar to 
the existing one, having five rooms, 
kitchen, ete. garage, servants quar- 
ters, etc. It will be of two 
storeys. 

It is expected that these build- 
ings will be completed by the end 
of the year or therenbouts.
